The News epitomizes Lansing's article oh Wilson. It is interest- 
ing, in this connection, to note that two or three new Constitutions 
l.ave been drafted by as many Republics in Sonth America since our 
political Dr. Syntax left his pest at AVasliiiijrtim U< "sit in" with thi' 
diplomatic card sharps of Europe and to buy chips with fourteen tons 
of data, fourteen points, and a plugged nickle of an advisory com- 
mission. The arliele dealin}; with the powers and liinilatioiis of the 
president of Uruguay, set forth in the new Constitution of that eoun- 
ti-y promulgated in 1919, is quoted, the Constitutions of the other 
rourtries heinp similar in i tlVet ; "He shall not leave the territory 
for more than forty-eight hours without the consent of the UeneraP 
Aaaembly," i. e-, the Uruguayan Congress, They are discerning folk, 
thoae Latin Americans.

Any hope which may he entertained that the Lenine-Trotsky 
Government in Riwsia is on the eve of bein^ overthrown and that if 1 
might be the part of discretion to await that event lief ore onterinj; 
Into trade relations with that conntry, shoitld be bailished by the 
announcement that Cn-at Hritain lias entered into a trade treaty 
with Russia and that her example is to be followed by Italy, China, 
Japan, and other nations. Great Britain does not make trade pacts 
with a dying governnimt. 

The Washington correspoudent of the New Vork Journal of 
Commerce, calling attention to the fact that the United States, by 
executive order, declared war on Russia and cansed loss nf life and 
property and suffering, suggest-s, in eonneetion willi the i|iitstion of 
a reaumption of trade with Russia that "there is not imiirnlmhly lyins; 
in the baekfiroinid nf the vrhn\c fiuestion a demand on the part of 
the Russian novernmc nt lor indemnity .such* as we made on Great 
Britain after the Civil War."

The exliaustlun uf American timber 
hat not come about because the for- 
ests have Ijeen used bo freely, but iM' 
oanse of the failure to use forest 
giowlBg land. In a avUholl, the prob- 
lem is thst the United States Is cut- 
ting wood out of Its forests three 6t 
four tlmts u fast as it Is balao grown, 
Mudi of the land on vhioh timber 
stands or hu basa out off will always 
bo forest land. It Is ample to grow all 
the wood needed for the use of tlio 
people of tills country and for export 
trade In lumber and produQta manu 
factured from lumber, 1 fthe land can 
be kept at work growing trees. Tim 
ber for the future is simply a matter 
of putting Idle land to work. 

▲ surprising amount of reforestJK 
tlotTbas come about by ohahoe, but it 
is manifestly Impossible to depend on 
chance for adequate relbrsstatlon of 
much of onr ont«Tar lands. As turn 
ber is a public utility, It 'seems wise 
for the FMoral Government to acquire 
as many acres of fo^st as posalble 
and administer it nationally; yet for 
the Government to acquire all the 
lorcHt land in the United States is im- 
possible. Over three-fourths of it is 
now in private hands, and a large 
proportion necessarily must remain 
under private ownership. 

Every reasonable encouragement 
should be given to the hud owner to 
grow timber on his own account in the 
ways best suited to his own purposes, 
but by some means or other the public 
must see to It that forest lands not 
ncodod for agriculture do not lie idle. 
The regulations Imposed must be rea- 
sonable and equitable. Ot>viou8ly the 
owner of the land can not dp it. all. 
The public must aid him In overcom- 
ing the hatard of forest fires and must 
recognize that the present methods of 
taxing forests in many regions are 
c(|ulvalent to taxUig a farm crop twice 
a week during the growing season. 

To grow timlMr. on the average 
tract of land, doing it as a public util- 
ity, three things must be done. The 
owner must be given the benefit of a 
moderate tax while his crop of timber 
l.s beinp; Rrown. It must be protected 
from forest fires due to the ncRll- 
Kence of his neighbor ig' the negll- 
nence of the community, and he must 
be required to employ sufficient safe- 
guards in the way his timber is cut, 
his slashings disposed of, and fire 
danger avoided to actually reforest 
the Isnd. 

The Pennsylvania I^eglslature Is 
considering a plan for raising addi- 
tional state revenue by taxing bill- 
boards a eertatai rato per square foot, 
half of the revenue going to the city, 
borough or township where the signs 
aro located, and the other half to the 
stat*^
